If his faith was a delvuion it certainly 


was a very strong one. He was sick only 
a week; he conversed freely with liis 
family and friends on the subject of 
death, and expressed great anxiety to go 
hence, remarking to his grand-child: 
"Birdie, I thought when you were so siak 
you could go first, and there would be no 
one to meet you, but now when you cro9» 
the beautiful river, grand-pawill be there 
to take you by the hand when you come 
to meet me on that evergreen shore."— 
Could there be anything more calmly 
beautifulV He requested all of his friends 
to say that he bore "malice towards none, 
but charity for all." 
He died peacefully, 


singing with his friends; and as his spirit 
left the body a calm smile remained upon 
his lifeless face—as much as to say, "A 11 is 
well." May God, who is the disposer of 
all things, ''so teach u? to number our 
days as that we may apply our hearts 
unto wisdom," so that our last days and 
moments may be as peaceful as his, w hen 
we are wafted to the "evergreen shore ' he 
so beautifully illustrates in his last poem 
composed one week before his last ill- 
ness, which I append below. 


His funeral services were conducted by 


the Rev. S. S. Ilebbard, of the Uuivcr- 
salist church, who preached a powerful 
sermon, to u large and sorrow-stricken 
audience, showing that il is not the ' the- 
oretical belief of man that saves him. but 
the practical life aud conduct that docs." 
"By their works shall ye know them."— 
When he had finished his poem, he turned 
and said to the writer, "this places mo 
just where I want to be, only that I expect, 
to realize it all very soon." H seemed as 
if the dark hand was hovering ovei him 
when he wrote it. 
Let the here ived 


ever remember "that earth h:.s no sorrow 
that heaven cannot heal.."

DECORATION DAY. 


ITS 
OBSERVANCE 
IN 
DECATUR. 


A FINE MILITARY DISPLAY. 


Yesterday was Decoration 
Day, and 


right well was it observed in Decatur.— 
The matter of preparing for the ceremo- 
nies was taken in hand in good time, und, 
as a consequence, the arrangements were 
more complete and perfect than in any 
previous year, and the ceremonies more 
imposing than cvcr|bcforc. In honor of 
the occasion several 
of the business 


houses were decorated, some of which 
were named yesterday in a brief account 
of the preparations which had then been 
made for the occasion; but, though we 
named them yesterday, we take pleasure 
in again speaking of the beautiful device 
in the window of S. Einstein's dry goods 
store, which was so much admired by all, 
and the festooning of the-front of Hayes 
ifc Bartholomew's store, and also the liberal 
display of bunting by Mr. K. Liddle upon 
his store front, and also by J. K. Race 
& Co. 


Besides these decorations we noticed in 


llie store window of Mr. A. F, .lennison, 
the jeweler, on East Jlain street, a large 
picture of Abraham Lincoln set in n 
beautiful frame, and draped in mourning. 
Mr. Jennison also made a liberal display 
of Hags at his dwelling on Cemetery St., 
as did also Mr. W. H. Bramble aud Mr. O, 
N. Bramble, who live adjacent to Mr. J. 


At the cemetery also much labor had 


been expended in decorating the gate- 
way and the stand, wliich was under the 
direction of Mr. W. H. Bramble, who 
deserves much praise for his untiring 
cllbrts to get the grounds in order, 


In the arch over the entrance was u 


large picture of Lincoln, und the arch 
itself was elaborately festooned with flags 
and evergreens, set oil' with flowers. 


The stand was n large and substantial 


one, 
and was beautifully set off with 


flags and floral decorations: 


At the head of each soldier's grave was 


n small head-board, with the letter "U" 
branded upon it, and bearing upon a card 
in large letters the words, "Our Defend- 
ers." 


What we have said above sets forth the 


main features of the work of preparation 
aud brings us to the ceremonies of the day. 
The heavy fall of rain which occurred on 
Wednesday, had at lirst the effect to pro- 
duce a feeling [of discouragement as to 
tbc contemplated doings of the dny, and 
it was doubted whether or not the pro- 
gramme could be carried out. But as the 
rain had entirely censed in the morning, 
the committees went on with their work 
of preparation, and as no-rain fell (luring 
the forenoon.'thc streets dried up rapidly, 
notwithstanding the clouds. Soon after 
noon people began to gather upon the 
streets, and soon the sidewalks in the 
business part of town were alive with 
humanity. 


At one o'clock the several associations 


and companies that were to make up the 
procession assembled at their respective 
headquarters, and from there marched to 
the point of general rendezvous on the 
north side of the park, where the line was 
to be formed, and here they took up their 
possession in the following order:

Soon after two o'clock, the line being 


formed, it took up its line of march under 
the direction of Chief Marshal Major F. 
L Hays, aud his Assistant, Capt. Geo. S. 
Durfec, and the Decatur baud, Captain 
Goodman, leader, furnishing 
splendid 


music. The route taken was north on 
Water to North street, west to North Main 
street, south on North Main street to 
Prairie street, east on Prairie street to 
Water street, south on Water street to 
East Main strset, west on Main street to 
the Old Square, then south on South Main 
street to the cemetery, where already a 
la>'jrT crowd of people had assembled, 
v.ho, with the accessions brought in the 
procession, numbered nearly or quite live 
thousand. 


The baud, with the oflicers of the day, 


the city ortieials, the chaplain aud orator, 
together with the quartette choir, which 
was to furnish the vocal music, and some 
others, took position upon the stand, and 
the exercises at once commenced as fol- 
lows: 


Music by the band, following which 


was an appropriate prayer by Rev. N. S. 
Haynes. 
Following the prayer was a 


patriotic song, which was rendered in line 
style by the male quartette choir. 


Then came the recitation of "Barbara 


Fritchie," by little Jennie Odor, whose 
tine performance won all hearts, and as 
the little miss bowed her respects to the 
audience at the conclusion of her recita- 
tion, she was greeted with a shower of 
bouquets. 


Following the recitation was another 


song by the choir, at the conclusion 
of which Chief Marshal Hays introduced 
Rev. S. MacBurney as the orator of 
the day, who delivered an eloquent 
address, which we give in full: 


ttKMOKI.VL. ADDRESS. 


The most illuminated page in our coun- 


try's' -history is that which narrates tnf 
gallant and brilliant struggles for national 
'unity and supremacy. That was B'jfeat 
moment when, in defiance of danger and 
death, the citizens of the republic ros? 
with majestic anger and smote to th.ef.arth 
the armed conspirators against tije.consti- 
tution and laws. 
'" - '•'• 


There never was a war more democratic, 


more sacred, more reluctantly undertaken, 
and yet more necessary,'thnu tliewarfor1 
the Union. 
It was great in numbers, 


great in enthusiasm, great in devotion, 
and great in object. A million aud a halt 
participated; 50,000 fell dead; 35,000(liecl 
of wounds in hospitals ; 184,000 died of 
disease; 40,000 died in prisons. 
These 


figures give us a slight conception of the 
magnitude of the war. It was, as au em- 
inent Frenchman said, "the uprising of a 
great people." There never was a war in 
which so many millions were profoundly 
interested. There was not on the globe a 
liberty-loving people whose hearts did not 
heat in sympathy with our government. 
"Two weeks after the fall of Suroter," 
says Dr. McC'lintock, Richard Cobden ar- 
rived in Paris, from Algiers. 
"As I had 


just learned of Sumter's fall, I called on 
'Cobden and said, "Arc you English inter- 
ested enough in the American question to 
have a few words?" "Interested?" said 
Cobden, "Interested," and the tears filled 
his eyes ; "My God, sir, I do not sleep at 
night." It was not as Carlyle, the greaf 
cynic, expressed it, "The burning of the 
dirtiest chimney ever set on fire ;" it was 
not as the JTorth British Keview put it, 
"To establish the dominion of the Yan- 
kees over the unwilling South ;" it was 
not as Gladstone and Lord John Russell 
declared, that "the North wasfighting for 
empire and the South for independence." 
It was rather a war of truth against error; 
of liberty against disunion. The results 
are well known to us all. There was the 
gathering of armies, years of bloodshed, 
and finally, under the magnificent leader- 
ship of Lincoln and Grant of our own 
state, the triumph of the government and 
the discomfiture of our enemies. 


To-day we have assembled to decorate 


the graves of brave r.nd patriotic men who 
sacrificed their lives in the war for the 
Union. The origin of this day is full of 
pleasant memories. It dates further back 
than the close of the war. In 1804, when 
the ladies of the confederacy went torth 
to decorate the graves of their dead, the 
emancipated freemen of the South, with 
a worshipful recognition of the services 
of the boys in blue—these children of the 
dark browed race—bearing baskets bloom- 
ing with floral tributes, searched for and 
discovered the graves of the Union sol- 
diers, and twined the garlands over the 
resting places of our comrades. It is em- 
inently fitting that the whole nation should 
call a hush o'u this memorial day, and go 
forth in garlanded procession to the cem- 
eteries which contain our patriotic dead. 


There is a sweet harmony between the 


season and the ob)ectof our anniversary. 
The earth is putting forth her ample treas- 
ures ; the trees are beautiful with their 
summer dress ; the air is perfumed with 
the odor of flow: rs and resonant with the 
songs of birds ; the skies have become 
soft and tender. It was a custom among 
the Romans in May to confess the quick- 
ening powers of the earth by making sac- 
rifices to the earth, It has become our 
beautiful custom to remember the heroes 
of our war. 
The. day is stiygetitice of the 


sanctity of ;Jefenaiue tenr. Our war was a 
righteous and imperative struggle between 
good government and despotism. Heaven 
forbid that I, a minister of that religion, 
the birth of whose founder was announced 
by the song of angels crying, "Peace on 
earth," should ever defend war for its own 
sake. Unjust wars have been the sport 
and pastime of kings through all history. 
War is u game which, were their subjects 
wise, kings should not play "at. Never- 
theless, there arc wars which are just, aud 
in their prosecution invoke the Oeuedic- 
lion of the God of battles. Such was our 
war against disunion and slavery. Many 
were "the prayers ottered unto Almighty 
God for the success of our cause, and He 
answered our prayers. There were mo- 
ments of darkness and doubt. 
Strong 


men trembled for the safety of the repub- 
lic, but thousands of good women and men 
were laying hold on God, and in his own 
time he dispelled the clouds and caused 
the sun to shine forth upon a free aud un- 
divided country. 


All honor to the brave men "who left 


all" and followed our Hag to battle and to 
victory. There are two classes who are 
likely to be overlooked in the fervid ora- 
tions of this day. 
I think of brave men 


of the navy, who sank in our great rivers 
while gallantly defending the stars and 
stripes upon the decks of the Cumberland 
and other war vessels.1 Honor the illus- 
trious sailors whose bodies splashed with 
their blood tell a tale of heroism and una- 
vailing courage. 
Their bodies are guard- 


ed byllim at whose command the seas 
and lakes and rivers shall give up their 
dead, while their requiem is sung by the 
tideless waves.

A gentleman who visited a ceme- 
tery in South Carolina sttid he found 200 
graves of union soldiers, without a line to 
indicate their names, regiments or states. 
"Unknown!" 
That is the epitaph. "Un- 


known?" Not that they fought for their 
country. 
"Unknown ?" Not that they 


fought till they fell and fell where they 
fought. 
. 


It must ever be a comfort to the rela- 


tives and friends who are permitted to 
visit the graves of their loved ones, as we 
arc to-day. What is the history of the 
brave fellows whose graves we are this 
hour to crown with a floral offering? The 
Government called for soldiers; they an 
swered the call. You rcmembcras though 
it was but yesterday, when they left home 
the first time. The house was very dark 
that clay. The tears flowed like rain,— 
There was the last'embrace, the last kiss, 
and he turned away. You watched him 
as he wiped away t'hc tears, and saw him 
look back again and again, until as he 
turned the last corner he waved his hand- 
kerchief and was gone. Beyond that you 
could not follow. 
But many tender let- 


ters afterwards told of the camp life anc' 
marches, and of skirmishes with the en- 
emy. 
Then there was a battle of which 


you have no record from your loved one': 
hand; an engagement— 


•'Where rushed the steed to battle driven, 
where shook the hills with thunder riven, 
And louder than the bolts of Heaven, 
Far Hashed the red artillery." 


After the smoke of battle had cleared 


away the earth was found to be strewn 
with wounded and dead. Your father, 01 
husband, or son or brother had fallen. 


"Toll the bells and speak in whispers, 
For the hero lieth low; 
Death hath struck htm down while hurling 
Proud defiance to the foe; 
But the life so steadfast, loyal 
To its purpose grreat anil niph 


ID tho land shall stay and triumph.

|uet, to be worn upon the breast on the 
occasion, and when the time came for the 
strewing of (lowers these bouquets were 
linncd upon the breasts of the veterans 
)y the Guards, the token of respect being 
iccomptiuiod by n ucat speech from Capt. 
Goodman, which was responded to in 
itting terms ly Capt. Lytle. This attes- 
tation of respect was greeted with cnthu- 
lustic applause and ilnvu cheers from Ihe 
crowd. 


This concluded the ceremonies of the 


day, and the procession reformed aud 
returned to town, where the several fire 
companies and the Guards at once repair- 
ed to their respective headquarters and 
broke ranks, while the Grenadiers re- 
mained upon the streets Cor an hour for 
an outdoor drill, in which they made a 
fine appearance. 


The crowd ou the streets then gathered 


in the vicinity of the Postoffice to witness 
the balloon ascension, and waited for au 
uour or more while the balloon filled, and 
while thus wailing the thing collapsed, 


really to the disgust of the expectant 


crowd. 


During the afternoon until live o'clock 


business houses were closed, and Judge 
Nelson adjourned court m honor of the 
occasion. 


Taken altogether it was the most suc- 


cessful and satisfactory observance of 
Decoration Day that Decatur has ever 
had, the military and lire department 
adding greatly to the display.

replied to the allusions to him contain- 
ed in the letter of Mr. Clarkson X. 
Potter, in a communication to the 
Washington Post, which is given be- 
low :

'•I notice in the issue of your paper 


this morning a letter from Hon. Clark- 
son >N. Potter, in response to the inqui- 
ries of one of his correspondents in re- 
lation to the passage of his resolution 
in regard to the appointment of a com- 
mittee to investigate the frauds in the 
late presidential election, etc., which 
not only justifies but 
requires some 


public notice from me. 
So far as the 


letter relates to me and my acts in con- 
nection therewith, this notice will be as 
brief as possible, and with all due re- 
spect to Mr. Potter, since for him per- 
sonally I entertain sentiments of high 
esteem. 
That portion of his letter to 


which 1. wish chiefly to reply is contain- 
ed in the following words, expressed by 
him to his correspondent: 


"You ask me why Sir. Stephens was 


howled down. The howling was by the 
< 


newspapers to inteirupt the pending or- 
der of business by a motion or a state- 
ment that requires a unanimous consent, 
and every member has an absolute right 
to object to this interruption. This ob- 
jection is expressed by Hie words, "I ob- 
ject," as a demand for the regular order. 
Sometimes one person «ill prevent an in- 
terruption; sometimes the desire to pre- 
vent it is general, and then the cry of 
'regular order' will be heard from many 
persons. It so happened that there was n 
very general unwillingness to hear Ste- 
phens. He hud suggested that we receive 
and adopt the Hale amendment. It was 
reported that he had given the Republi- 
cans a list of twenty-two names who 
would follow him in any motion of his to 
prevent an investigation. About this he 
was grossly mistaken, auA has made our 
side especially unwilling to hear him; but 
you will observe that when I rose to make 
the proposition to Mr. Hale, and the Re- 
publicans' outcry prevented my being 
heard, it was announced by the pvcss that 
Mr. Potter's inquiry was interrupted, 
while Mr. Stephens' was head-lined as 
the venerable statesman, howled down 
by Potter's mob." 


My comment upon this extract from 


his letter are as follows : 


"First, if there was any gross mis- 


take in this matter, it was by Mr. Pot- 
ter, and not by me. So far as his state- 
ment is calculated to convey the idea or 
impression that I had given the Repub- 
licans a list of any names who would 
follow me in any motion to prevent an 
investigation, it is 
entirely without 


foundation. 
As a matter of truth it 


has not a shade of the shadow of a 
fact, to rest upon. 
I had not conferred, 


directly or indirectly, with Mr. Halo, 
Mr. Garfield, or any other Republican, 
on the subject. 
I had not spoken, di- 


rectly or indirectly, to Mr. Hale [within 
the last two weeks before upon any 
subject, nor had I any words with Mr. 
Garfield upon this matter, except what 
were made some weeks before, when he 
objected to the reception of the Mary- 
land memorial; at which time I urged 
him. in the House, to withdraw his ob- 
jection, and let this memorial of a 
State go to the committee on the judi- 
ciary, and be reported upon, with a 
view of quieting all questions attaching 
to the presidential title. 
My speech on 


that occasion, and my appeal to him, 
were duly reported in the Recorrf. 
Nor 


had I at any time any conference with 
the President, as I have been alleged in 
some papers, upon this subject. 


'•On the Monday that Mr. Potter's 


resolutions were offered T had appeared 
in the House sokly with a view of get- 
ting :t suspension of the rules, for the 
purpose of having passed the bill of 
the committee on coinage, providing for 
the retirement of 3 and 5 cent silver 
pieces, and having them recmned in 
other denomination^, a=. also, for mak- 
ing the debased ov subsidiary coin- a 
legal tender when they are presented in 
amounts of #20 and upwards, and have 
them redeemed when presented in the 
Treasury in like amounts. 


-This bill, upon being read, was al- 


most nnanimouslylpassed. I then got 
leave of absence for one week on ac- 
count of my health, with a 'pair' with 
Mr. Harris, of Mas=.. 
I wasjtold that 


I had hardly got out of the Capitol 
when this "cyclone bnr«t upon 
the 


House. 
Un reaching my room I was 


confined to my bed, and it was not until 
next day that 1 knewwhat had occurred 
in the House after I left. 
Mr. Potter 


himself was one ot the first with whom 
I conferred on the subject. 


-On Wednesday, the loth, after the 


House had come to a dead-lock, from a 
sick room I addressed to Mr. Potter 
the following note, of which General 
Knott furnished me a copy to-day. 
It 


is in these words :

The Hon. Clarkson N. Potter, House of

"Mr DEAB Sra—I am still confined to

Let me then say to you, in this way, that 
I think it will be a grea: mistake if oar 
friends in the House shall pass your reso- 
lutions under the previous question, thus 
cuttingoft'Mr. Ilale's or other amendments 
looking to an enlarged investigation. Do 
not insist on the previous question. I 


for the resolutions under the previous 
question without allowing amendments. 
It would only divide the Democracy and 
unite the Hep.iblicans. 
"ily opinion is that mischief instead of 


good will come of the investigation "by the 
passage of your resolution, as it is, under 
the previous question, 


"Please excuse this note. I feel it my 


duty, feeble as I am, to send It to you.

After that note had been dispatched to 


him, T sent the following note to Mr. Cau- 
dlcr, my colleague in the House :

in the House to-day. I am still confined 
to my room. I think that it is important 
that our friends shall not vote for the pre- 
vious question on Mr. Potter's resolution. 
Amendments, such as Mr. Hale wishes to 
offer, ought to be allowed. Wepught not 
to have a one-sided investigation. The 
country will not be satisfied with that sort 
of inquiry. The people want fair play, 
right and justice, and will be satislit-d 
with nothing short of this. If Mr. Pot- 
ter's resolution is passed without allowing 
an amendment looking to the investiga- 
tion of other alleged frauds, mischief and 
not good will come of it. It will divide 
our side, and unite the other. I should, 
if there, and not 'paired,' as I am, vote 
acainst the previous question, anil then 
against the resolution if the amendments 
were denied.

••Fourth. Mr. Potter justifies

into the frauds alleged in Mr. Halo's 
amendment, because he said: "We un- 
derstood it contained recital.- to which 
we can't assent, and which would have 
forced us <o vote ncrain-t our own reso- 
lutions.' 


•'This seems t» me again to be an 


untenable reason. 
In the first place, in 


allowing Mr. Hale to offer an amend- 
ment, whatever recital< it rm<_ 
rht have 


had by no means committed the House 
to the truth of its allegations. It would 
only have allowed him to make them 
good, if he could. 


••Fifth, Mr. Potter insists that the 


object was not, and is not. to attack the 
title of Mr. Hayes. 


'•If so, then why did he not, or the 


managers whose instructions he was 
carrying out. allow Mr. Casey Young's 
amendment to go in. which distinctly 
stated, with the purpose of quieting the 
country, that the object was not to dis- 
turb the title of the present Executive, 
which had been so constitutionally set- 
tled by the last Congress? 


'•But I have no time to say more at 


present, except to add that I do look 
upon the whole of this proceeding, con- 
cocted as it was, conducted as it has 
been, as most unwise, most unfortunate, 
and most mischievous, 
Its effect will 


be to disturb the peace, harmony and 


payments, and that the wisest thing to 
do under the present circumstance is 
—to do nothing. 


In this connection the advance iti 


gold of the past few days will br re- 
garded as most significant. 
There ap- 


pears no sufficient reason for it ii the 
commercial condition of the country or 
in recent financial events. 
It 
these 


alone influence the gold market, there 
would be reason rather for a steady de- 
cline rather than an advance.

mercial affairs the last few weeks have 
given evidence of returning prosperity. 
The bulk of the $50.000,000 loan

the 4£ per cents by the Syndicati ha« 
already been taken, in the face of a de- 
clining gold market—a result which 
would not have occurred if that were 
the cause of the advance. 
So far. then, 


from an advance having followed the 
sale of the 4£ per cents, a directly op- 
posite result should have been gained. 


There is only one probable cause to 


which the advance can be attributed, 
and that is the action of the Democrat-

The Detfiocratic party, true to its ig- 


noble nature and treasonable instincts, 
again threatens the country with an- 
archy and civil war.

best product of the wisdom nnd patri- 
otism of both parties in congress, and 
presented the only practical mode of 
avoiding the impending peril attending 
a disputed election and succession. 


There is'no pretense that this court of 


last resort' was not constitutional and 
authoritative. 
For more than a year 


the executive it declared elected has 
exercised the functions of that office, 
and been recognized by both parties in 
every possible manner, as the only one 
having a lawful title to act as such. 


The tribunal created by congress and 


clothed with all the authority the legis- 
lative branch of the government could 
give it, and as such adopted, decided 
that congress itself could not ''go be 
hind the returns," but must accept the 
official certificates if they conform to 
the state laws, whether the act of fraud 
did or did not exist in the conduct of 
an election. 


Repudiating and tramping under foot 


this solemn covenant and great, national 
obligation, we now behold that party in 
the House, by a solid vote, not only 
declaring in favor ot going behind the 
returns, but also of defying the law it 
aided in making, and of rejecting the 
decision of the court established for 
the final settlement of the only ques- 
tion it was organized to consider and 
decide. 


This act of duplicity and treachery 


is paralleled only by its conduct in 1861, 
when it surrendered to armed treason 
and rebellion the government the peo- 
ple had committed to its guidance and 
care. 


Well does Alex. H. Stephens say, in 


speaking of that party, that '-it is folly 
of the most wicked character to attempt 
to force the resolution upon the House 
without an opportunity for amendment," 
and that -there never was such a set, 
except those who led us into secession." 


Having made itself strong in numer- 


ical force, by pandering to every dan- 
gerous and revolutionary element in the 
North, the West and the South, it mar- 
shals the Copperheads, the Communists, 
the repudiators and the Southern claim 
robbers for one last assault upon the 
foundations of the government it failed 
in a four years' war to destroy. Its de- 
feated leader of 1876 it means again to 
pick up for the figure-head of another 
great moral campaign against fraud, 
political plunder aud misrule. 


Self-convicted of rottenness to the very 


core, it dares not enter upon an investi- 
gation that shall include its own cor-' 
rupt schemes and fraudulent acts ; and 
so it forces a partisan investigation for 
the purpose of shielding its own deform- 
ities from the public scorn, and in or- 
der to elevate to the highest office in 
the land one whose name suggests even 
to themselves, if we may accept their 
own declarations, all that is mean and 
contemptible among men. 


If anything was needed to unite Re- 


publicans all over the country into one 
determined and irresistible power for 
again saving the Government from de- 
struction and preserving peace and the 
dominion of order and law, it was the 
signal of alarm just sounded at Wash- 
ington, which, like the first gun at_Sum- 
ter, will awaken the sle -ping patriotism 
of the people, and cause factions and 
discords to disappear in the presence of 
this revolutionary and anarchical move- 
mnve of the old party of treason and 
rebellion 


Republicans may have just cause for 


dissatisfaction and complaint, in view 
of tke past ; but all that wil^nmn'sb 
and be forgotten when real damper 
threatens, as it now does, the peace of 
the country and the safety of its insti- 
tutions and government. 


They stand ready now, as they did in 


the dreadful years of that other Demo- 
cratic rebellion—in which that party 
stands responsible for a million of lives 
sacrificed to its lust for power—to de- 
fend by all needful means the same 
cause it defended under the leadership 
of Lincoln and Grant. 


The Democratic party has now, in the 


words of Alexander H. Stephens, -an- 
other bloody shirt 
campaign on its 


hands." and Republicans can also join 
with him in saying that we "would not 
<;ive a fig for its chances of holding the 
next Hoiise of Representatives.'1 


A party that is not fit to rule will 


show its unfitneps if it is left to work 
out its own perverseness and wicked- 
ness. 
The Republicans have wisely 


abandoned it to itself, and permitted it 
to twist the rope for its own hanging. 
The next political campaign will show 
that the country again repudiates a 
party that continues treacherously to 
abandon it.— L'tica Republican,

previously supervisor of registration of 
Ksct Feliciana parish, Louisiana, was 
the first witness called, and Representa- 
tive McMahon began the examination. 
After giving details of the statement as 
to the,;duties of a supervisor of regis- 
tration, Anderson said he had seen a 
document.known as Sherman's protest, 
and that it had been altered, not being 
the same as when signed by him. In 
answer to a question as to the altera- 
tions witness said there was two or 
three additional paragraphs in the doc- 
ument, and that it was filled in in sev- 
eral places. Several documents were 
read giving detailed statements of the 
mariner in which hifi (Anderson's) life 
was endangered. 


Regarding intimidatiuns, tie., in his

WASHINGTON, D. C., June 4.—The 


witness Anderson was subjected to a se-, 
vere cross-examination before the _Pot- 
ter committee to-day, and contradicted 
himself point-blank in many important 
respects. He said that his statement 
to the Democrats that they carried the 
parish of East Feliciana by legitimate 
means was true. 
When questioned 


about his testimony before the commit- 
tee, he said that election was not fair, 
but that intimidation and violence was 
practiced. 
He admitted that he had so 


testified, and adhered to the truthful- 
ness of such statements. Mr. Reed is 
conducting the cross-examination, and 
when he gets through Gen. Butler will 
take charge of the witness. 


WASHINGTON, D. C. June 4.—The 


investigation into the alleged frauds in 
Louisiana and Florida at the last Presi- 
dential election was resumed to-day. 


Chairman Potter read a communica- 


tion from the Secretary of State, in re- 
ply to the request of the committee, to 
the effect that the original returns from 
Florida and Louisiana were not in his 
department, and he was unable to for- 
ward them to the committee. 


James E. Anderson was recalled, and 


said that there were numerous correc- 
tions which he desired to make in his 
testimony of Saturday. 
These were 


made, but were unimportant, and his 
cross-examination was begun by Repre- 
sentative Reed, in 
reference to the 


agreement signed by Nash and the wit- 
ness (Anderson), to suppress all evi- 
dence of fraud in East Feliciana parish, 
togetl'BT with the statement made by 
the witness on Saturday, that there was 
no evidence of fraud in his possession 
at the time that he signed the agree- 
ment. 


Anderson said: "On the day that I 


signed the agreement there was no pos- 
itive evidence in my possession affect- 
ing the local affairs of my parish. 
At 


the same time I knew it was the inten- 
tion to throw the parish out on u forged 
protest." 


At this point considerable time was 


occupied by the committee in discussing 
the character of questions proper to be 
put to the witness concerning certain 
parts of the testimony given by him be- 
fore the Louisiana 
investigating com- 


mittee, of New Orleans. 


The protest contained in the Sherman 


report which the witness on Saturday 
referred to as having been filled in and 
altered, was then given to Anderson, 
that he might mark the alterations, after 
which the cross-examination proceeded. 


Witness, in the course of his answer, 


acknowledged he had intentionally and 
under oath misled the senate investiga- 
ting committee while in New Orleans, 
for the purpose of carrying out the 
bargain entered into with the republi- 
cans. 
At 
this point a recess was 


taken. 


Mr. Reed conducted the cross-exami- 


nation, and endeavored to bring out dis- 
crepancies between the witness" present 
stories and his statements before the 
senate 
committee last fall. 
The con- 


tracts between Anderson, Nash and 
Webber were largely used for the pur- 
pose of showing contradictions and dis- 
regard of moral considerations on the 
part of witness. 
For instance, he had 


stated on Saturday in relation to the 
Nash contract that at the time of its 
date he had no evidence of fraud in his 
possession, and had not pretended that 
he had, and yet the contract recites that 
he is to suppress the evidence showing 
that East Feliciana had been fairly 
carried by the democratic party. 
The 


consideration for such suppression being 
that Nash was to secure for him the 
position of naval officer. 


He was pressed on that point as to 


whether his statement on Saturday (that 
he had no evidence) wa.s correct or not, 
and he asserted that it wa.s, except that 
he hud the Sherman letter in his pocket 
at the time, if that could be construed 
as evidence, and also except that he had 
no knowledge that the vote of the state 
was to be thrown out on a forged pro- 
test, 
lie admitted also that he did not 


expect to get the position of naval offi- 
cer.

The cross-examination concluded with 


a repetition of the story of the inter- 
view with Sherman in New Orleans, 
there being no noticeable variation in 
the details. 
The committee adjourned 


till eleven to-morrow.

The emperor's personal attendant jump- 


ed into the carriage and supported the 
emperor until the carnage reached the 
palace. 
The emperor was conveyed to 


his bed and several grains of shot extract- 
ed, causing great loss of blood. The em- 
peror suffered great pain, but never lost 
consciousness 
At 7 o'clock this morning 


no serious apprehensions were felt as to 
his condition 
This however, seems to be based on

ITltramontane 


Journal, the Germitiiia, was found in his 
room. 
A later telegram says Mobelmg 


confessed that he cherished the murder- 
ous design for eight days, because he 
considered the emperor's removal would 
be a public benefit. He declared he favor- 
ed socialism, und had attended socialistic 
nieetings. Some accounts say Nobeling 


19LosiK»', June 2.—The Po»t'» Berlin 
specinl states that thirty shots have been 
extracted from the body of the Emperor. 


BERLIN, June S.—A strong- escort of 


moanted police was barely sufficient to 
protect Nobeling from the moo when go- 
ing to the hospital. There was u rumor 
current that the assassin's name was Lud- 
wig, and that he was a religious fanatic. 


BERLIN, June 3.—Last night many
